4 (1925) 428, Renan- 
thera elongatawns excluded from the flora,as after twenty 
years of intensive exploration no material had been ob¬ 
served. 

Recently (December 1983), there has been received 
from Mrs. K. R. Day fragmentary material of a Renan- 
thera collected on a small island oil*Mindanao. This ma¬ 
terial agrees essentially with the plant illustrated in the 
Botanical Register toe. at., erroneously referred to the 
Javan R. inatutina Lindl., and mav betaken as evidence 
t hat Renanthera elongata Lindl. is a native of the Philip¬ 
pines.
